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In The Recrudescence of Physis Professor Wilbur Long attacks 
materialism from several standpoints. “As a philosophy of pic- 
turable obviousness,” he writes, “its case rests upon the pee 
plausibility of such concepts as ‘matter,’ ‘energy,’ and Physis. 
But as a bad form of mysticism it rests ultimately on linguistic 
confusion. The final criticism of materialism offered is based on 
“the perspectivity impasse’ which results from the relativity of 
experiences such as that of size. Professor Long is a member of 
the School of Philosophy of the University of Southern California. 


Pragmatism and Rationalism in Bowne is the second of a 
series by Dr. E. T. Ramsdell on the philosophy of the founder of 
American Personalism. In the present paper he writes: “As a 
systematic metaphysician Borden Parker Bowne was a rationalist 
...As a philosopher of religion Bowne early developed and reg- 
ularly employer a pragmatic methodology.” 


Yangchu and Moti: Chinese Egoist and Altruist presents an 
interesting study of Yangchu’s principle of ‘‘every one for him- 
self” in relation to Moti’s principle of “universal love.” The au- 
thor, Y. P. Mei, is Professor of Philosophy in Yenching University 
in Peiping and is an authority on Motse. He has translated the 
larger portion of the work of Motse into English. 


In the current article in the posthumous series by H. Wildon 
Carr Imagination and Reason are analysed as contrasting modes of 
experience.
